One 
works on broad general principles to 
inform the public in matters con- 
cerning educational methods and 
kindred matters, and the other deals 
with the more vital problems of life. 
If there was nothing but what the 
N. A. D. offers at the deaf's com- 
mand, we would be indeed poor. 
The N. F. S D. has solved the mat- 
ter of unjust discrimination against 
us by the big old-line insurance com- 
panies, by giving us insurance that 
insures, without unjust penalization 
for our deafness. It goes further 
and pays sick and accident benefits. 
It goes further by making it oblig- 
atory for eacR brother to help an- 
other brother in any misfortune 
that he may meet with. 

Way down deep I have a suspi- 
cion that Mr. Goldberg's Pachydtrm 
effort is a resentment of the state- 
ment made by a Frat, to the effect 
that if it were a matter of mere 
helpfulness, a deaf man of limited 
means was best benefited by becom- 
ing a Frat, if he could only be a 
member of one of the two big 
organisations. 

The two can and will work to- 
gether.

But. there are other good reasons 
why nothing short of a bid 
should hive been sufficient to secure 
the two fine Volumes at I lie Hoe sale. 

They make oae of only seven known 
copies printed on vellum, nearly all 
of which are held by a public insti- 
tution, and Dome up for 
J. P. Morgan is the owner of 
the only other one in America.
